Pleasant reading is (he account of (lie way in which ihe 


orphaned children of New York were entertained one day last 
week at a great circus in Madison Square Garden. 
Willi the 


circus was"a big menagerie and the children had five time of 
their lives in looking over the animals and watching the work 
of the circus performers. Such a treat is provided for the un- 
fortunate little ones every spring, and the statement that they 
.look forward lo the event with the happiest anticipations,is 
easily'to be believed. 
; 


A New York paper tells how the youngsters arrived by the 


thousands, spine being on crutches and others being carried 
into .the immense inclosure in the husky arms of circus at- 
taches, who'with the performers'did their best to make the 


. occasion all that it could be expected to be. 
On these occa- 


sions the circus performers are not asked by the management 
to act unless they wish to, the menagerie alone being a grand 
attraction for the little lioys and girls frnm .whose lives the 
sunshine has been largely excluded by conditions not of Iheir 
own making. But every member of the circus group was on 


. hand ready"to do his or her best, while Ific clowns put. forth 


extra efl'orls which evoked roars of laughlerahcl applause from 
the appreciative juvenile'hosl, which had been generously pro- 
vided with peanuts as a part of the treat. 
• • 


Whoever has" watched the enjoyment of children at a circus 


can readily understand what such an outing as this must mean 
to little boys and girls living in New York orphanages, and 
many of them far from being sound or well. It would be im- 
possible lo correctly picture their ecstasy. 
Such a day in the 


life of any child is one to be remembered, and those who so 
thoughtfully provide this delightful experience for the orphan- 
age population of the great city of New York are worthy of 
all commendation. 


• Not all of the children in that vast gathering were invalids 
by any means. Many of them were strong and robust. One 
day these will be men and women and some of them will be in 
a position to render aid to those less fortunate than them- 
selves'.' This is bound to be so, and it is quite safe to say (hat 
when they are called upon to help unfortunate children they 
will not forget the happiness which was brought lo them in 
their childhood days, nor fail to respond- to (lie calls in a 
manner.to show genuine appreciation of what was done for- 
(Iiein when they were not in a position lo do for themselves. 


The example set by New York might well be followed by 


other'communities that are visited by circuses in .Ihe course of 
the season. The average community does-not have an orphan- 
age wife which to concern itself, but there is none thai does 
not have'its share of poor children who /ind it difticull or im- 
possible (o sel" anything of the big shows except the slreel 
parades. A little Luouglitfulness and effort on (he part of some 
organization would mean more to such children than can be 
expressed "in words.1 Without tiouhl circus managements 
would be glad to do Iheir share, and the resuil would be a sub- 
stantial addition lo (he sum total of human-happiness at trifling 
cost in money and effort.
